He drove a taxicab for the 
old Red Top Cab Company and for the Elack and White Cab 
Company. The article stated that RUDOLPH and BEN SALT2MAN 
were the first representatives of reorganized Local 405 .. 
along with BARNEY BAKER. - ■

SAC $arl llilnes, St. Louis, called to advise that a Bureau 
Agent and a former Agent have been subpoenaed by the Defense Attorney 
for Prank "Buster" Wortman, St. Louis hoodlum who has filed a motion 
to vacate his ^conviction for contempt before the St. Louis Grand jury 
l inq\^^^^^^^^*acketeering. The first subpoena has been received by 
SA ^HQHBHHHP &nd calls for his appearance in the U. S. District 
Court TU700 a.m^rch 9. The second subpoena has been served 
cn former Agentand instruct-* vi.-t lit appear at the same 
time. Both subpoenas were issued on behalf of Wortman by Defense 
Attorney Morris Sheftfcer. 

Special Assistant to the Attorney General, Max Goldschein, 
who is at St. Louis directing the presentation of the witnesses before 
the St. Louis Grand Jury, has been advised of the issuance of these 
subpoenas. Goldschein stated that it is his opinion that Wortman*s 
attorneys are attempting to prove that Wortman was under FBI investi¬ 
gation and that was the reasor^hy he refused to testify before the 
"ederel Grand Jury. Agent has never investigated Wortman 

but has investigatedeertain labor racketeering cases in the St. Loui 
area. Former Agent^^m^has never investigated Wor tman as such 
but made some Inquiries concerning 'Wortman in the 
■l^anti-racketeering investigation which he 
Bureau employee. 

Goldschein statesthathe will appear in Federalcourt 
tomorrow to represent Agen^^HHlIformer AgentfHHHi&nd will 
attempt to have the motion t^^vacate the contempt of Wortman set over- 
in view of the fact that Wortman has already entered a stay of execution 
by filing a petition with the U. S. Supreme Court in the alternative for 
a supersedeas bond or in the alternative for admission to bail pending - 
appeal in the U. S. Court of Appeals for the 8th Circuit. His 
petition is addressed to the Honorable Tom C. Clark, Associate Justice 
of the U. S. Supreme Court. 

Goldschein stated that if the court will not set over the 
defendant’s motion and the Agents are called upon to testify. Depart¬ 
ment Order 3229 relating^to the confidential nature of the Bureau’s 
files will be invoked. ^

However, it .should be further 
noted that the interview of Hare, whereby Wortman's name came up, was 
conducted during the Summer of 1953» whereas Wortman was cited for 
contempt on February 2£l, 195^4-*
